FORGER HARRIS GIVEN NO OHANOE 
‘TO MAKE RESISTANOE. 


Postoffice Inspector Stuart Finds His Man 
_ at Niagara Falls and Unceremoniously 
Brings Him Across the Border—The 
Fellow Who Made Such a Sensational 
Escape at Baffalo Will Start for Chi- 
cago Today —Story of Hew He De- 
frauded a Number of Postmasters. 


Leroy Harrig, the forger of postoffice money 
as captured in Buffalo, will 
leave for Chicago today in charge of Inspector 
Stuart. The Inspector has had an exciting 
experience in getting Harris. The man was 
arrested while calling for mail at the Buffalo 
postoffice. He was at once taken before Com- 
missioner Fairchild. When the charge against 
him had been read he was-told to hold up his 
hand and besworn. Instead of doing so he 
presented a revolver and ordered all the men 
in the office to throw up their hands. Every 
hand went up and Harris backed out of ‘the 
door and disappeared. ’ 

Mr. Stuart was in Chicago at the time of 
the arrest. He worked up the plans leading 
to the capture, but was called home on busi- 
ness before the arrest was made. When he 
received word that Harris had escaped he 
started immediately for Buffalo. There he 
learned that his man was at Niagara Falls, 
Ont. He was taking his time about getting 
under cover, feeling sure he could not be

it was when first put into the buildings, as it 
has had time to become seasoned and is prac- 
tically uninjured. Large dealers are begin- 
ning to realize this, and orders aré continually 
coming in trom Milwaukee, St. Louis, and 
‘other lumber centers. When the buildings 
were first put up fo? sale the prices were high. 
After the State buildings were sold and the 
others turned over to the Park Commission- 
ers they were in no hurry to sell them, but 
waited until they could get good prices.”’ 
New Incendiary Theory. 

“Tt seems to me if some unscrupulous con- 
tractor or house wrecker wanted to reduce 
the value of the buildings and hurry the Park 
Commissioners into getting rid of them a 
better plan could not be devised than to set 
fire to several of them. By creating a fire 
panic they would. be able to purchase them at 
, their own figures. The Illinois Building is 
guarded at night by Watchman Shattuck and 
in the daytitne by Mr. Taylor, who is the 
bookkeeper for Sloan &Co. The building 
was perfectly. intact on the outside and there 
was no place at which a blaze could be start- 
ed. It must necessarily be set from the in- 
side. Shortly before the blaze was discovered 
two men employed by a wrecking company 
were seen by Taylor climbing through a win- 
dow on the south side of the building. He 
asked them what they were doing there and 
they replied that they wanted to look at some 
of the lumber. 

“Why didn’t you come in through the 
door?” asked Taylor. 

‘‘We saw an opening here and thought it 
would be easier to get in that way?’ was tne 
answer. They remained a short time, and soon 
after they had gone Taylor saw a small blaze 
in the southeast corner. He ran to the west 
end and told a horseman who was passing by 
to turn in an alarm. It is hardly probable 
that tramps had anything to do with the fire. 
They would have no object toattain and-noth- 
ing to gain. There isno fire in the place ex- 
cept in my office, which is situated in the 
northwest corner, just opposite to that where 
the fire started.” 

Takes the Blame from Tramps. 

’ Park Policeman Richards was the first one 
to see the fire. His regular beat includes a 
circuit of the Illinois State Building. He had 
gone around it twice hetween noon and 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and found nothing 
wrong. On the third trip he noticed smoke 
issuing from the extreme southwest’ corner 
and a hurried investigation showed him that 
a fire was ragingin the space between the 
inner pnd outer walls of the building. A man 
happened to be driving close by in a buggy 
and Richards hailed him and asked to be 
driven in haste to the fire alarm box in the 
Manufactures Building. It was then 2:45 p. 
m. When Richards got back to the Illinois 
Building the whole of the east end was in 
flames. He was positive that somebody 
must have set the structure purposely on fire, 
as there was no possible way in which the 
flames could otherwise have originated. The 
policeman was asked if he thought tramps 
had anything to do with setting the fires. He 
expressed the opinion that there had not been 
a single specimen of the genus tramp in Jack- 
son Park for the last week, although he was 
not able, he said, to offer any satisfactory 
theory as to the origin of the fiames. That 
there was not the least sign of 4 fire in the 
building when he made his previous rounds 
he was quite certain, and he was equally 
positive that somebody must have applied the 
torch in the interval of the last two circuits 
of the building, when he saw the smoke. 

‘If there had been any flames smoldering 
there when I made my. previous trips,” said 
the policeman, “ I certainly would have seen 
some evidence in. the shape of smoke, but 
there was not the least sign of any. The fires 
have been so {frequent down here that we are

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trouble. Mr. Stuart found Harris Saturday 
night and without any formality took him to 
Buffalo. He will leave Buffalo tonight with 
his prisoner for Chicago. 

The story of Harris’ exploits as told by Miss 
Mooney, Mr. Stuart’s chief clerk; is that the 


evening of Jan,.11 Inspector Stuart received 


a telegram saying that several Hlinois post- 
offices had been defrauded by means of 
forged money orders. He at once went to 
work, but found few tangible clews to the 
criminal. He learned that the offices at De- 
catur, Aurora, Joliet, Bloomington, Peoria, 
and La Salle,in IMlinois, had paid out on 
forged orders $200 each; Fort Wayne, Ind., 
a like sum; Valparaiso, Ind., $100; and sev- 
eral othor offices $200 each, All the orders 
purported to have come from Noroton 
Heights, Conn., and each was for $100, the 
greatest amount paid on one order. 


How the Game Was Worked. 


Inspector Stuart went to Noroton Heights | 


to see about the matter. This place he found 
to be a little country town, the postoffice be- 
ingastore. The postmaster told him that 
Jan, 6 a man had come into the office, tcld 
him he was an inspector, displayed a letter 
purporting to be from the Superintendent of 
the Money-order Department and said it had 
been decided to discontinue the service at 
Noroton Heights, the reason ‘ being that the 
business was not sufficient to warrant ite con- 
tinuance. The postmaster said he had no 
reason to doubt the man, and told him to go 
into the offict and take the property belong- 
ing to the money-order department. 

Ainong this property were thirty-one blank 
orders. These orders all turned up for $100 


each. The Postmaster eould give only a 


meager description of the man. He was busy, 
he said, when he came to the office and paid 
little attention to him after- reading his letter. 
The Postmasters and clerks at the offices 
where the orders were paid could do little 
more than the Connecticut official, They all 
agreed that he was about 6 feet tall, weighed 


180 pounds, and was well dressed. The only | 


distinguishing feature any of them could re- 
call was mentioned by the Postmaster at La 
Saile, who declared the man walked with a 
slight limp. All the rest declared he had no 
limp. With these vague instructions Inspect. 
or Stuart went to work, 

From the manner in which the forger 
worked he concluded that it was done by 
some person with an intimate knowledge of 
the workings of the department. The record 
of every official who had recently been em- 
ployed by the department was investigated. 
Suspicion fell on Harris, who was until last 
October chief clerk at Postal Station L, New 
York City. Inspector Stuart, assisted by In- 
spectors Holmes and Letherman of Cincin- 
nati, then began a search for Harris. Each 
city ‘where orders had been cashed was Vis- 
ited, but no trace of him could be found. The 
man did not go to a hotel, neither did he buy 
a sle@ping-car ticket on any train. Not a 
scrap Of his handwriting could be found ex. 
cept at the postoffices. 


. Arrest of the Forger. 


At last it was learned that Harms would be 
in Buffalo Feb. 12 and would stop ata cer- 
tain place. It was necessary that Inspector 
Stuart be in Chicago that day, so after care. 
fully iaying-his plang he left two city police. 
men to watch the place and arrest Harris on 
sight. Promptly at the time named by Mr. 
Stuart Harris appeared and wasarrested. Word 
was sent to Mr. Stuart to that effect and he 
feit relieved. Several hours later he received 
another telegram saying Harris had escaped 
and had gone to Canada, Inspector Stuart 
started for Buffalo without delay. 

From Buffalo he went to Canada, where he 
knew Harris was stopping, and whea he came 
back he had Harris with him. How he got 
him he did not say. Miss Mooney said yes. 
terday that in his telegram to her he did not 
explain, but she thought he just went into 
Canada and took him. She said: ‘ Capt,

ALLEGED TRAIN ROBBER ARRESTED. 


One of His Captors Wounded by the Acci- 
dental Discharge of a Pistol, 

Denver, Col., Feb. 18.—Two men who 
stepped from the Santa Fé train from the 
East, which arrived at the Union Depot in 
this city at 12:15 today, pounced upon a 
third passenger as he . passed through 
the gate and quickly handcuffed 
him. A  45-caliber revolver which was 
taken from the prisoner was dropped upon 
the floor and went off, shooting one of the 
officers in the right knee. and inflicting an 
ugly wound. The officers would not say 
what the prisoner was wanted for, 
but he himself said he ‘was James 
Ruphelford of Benten County, Ark., and 
was suspected of bemg one,of the band 
of eight who robbed a St. Louis, Iron Mount.

THE REV, BR A. WHITE PREAOHES 
UNDER TRYING OONDITIONS, 


First of All He Finds the Englewood Uni- 
_ Versal Church Basement Flooded and 
No FireeCongregation Sits in Wraps 
While the Preacher Tells of Sulphur 
and Oxygen and the Materialistic The- 
ory=Considerable of a Stir Among the 
Hearers=—One Tries to Ask a (dueation. 


“Tf,” said the Rev. R. A. White, pastor of 
the Englewood Universalist Church, yesterday 
morning, as he surveyed his congregation of 
500 shivering individuals, “if there is a 
brother or sister present who is afraid of 
taking cold, he or she would better go home.” 
Then he fastened the top button of his over. 
coat, puton bis gloves, leaned on the pul- 
pit, and waited for the hegira to commence. 
But the brethren had come to worship, and, 
instead of going home to bask in the rays of 
base-burners, they followed the reverend 
gentleman’s example, replaced their over- 
coats, gloves, mufflers, and overshoes and 
made themselves just as comfortable as the 
circumstances would permit. 

The circumstances, it must be acknowledged, 
were not particularly conducive to comfort. 
When the janitor groped his way into the 
basement one hour before the early Sunday- 
school pupil was due he stepped into three 
feet of water. Slowly and carefully he.waded 
to the furnace only to find the high water 
mark was just six inches above the grate. 
The cause of the deluge was no mystery; it 
was simply a case of “after the storm.”’ 
When the early youth came the janitor pressed 
him into service and they formed : a bucket 
brigade, but despite their arduous 
labors little impression was made on 
the floor. More ‘boys soon appeared 
on the scene and they enthusiastically 
threw down their hymn books and hustled for 
buckets. But, although they worked | like 
Trojans, the small lake fell slowly. Sunday- 
school was an impossibility, much to the re- 
gret of the young people. 


Fire Out of the Question, 


When the Rev. Mr. White arrived he was 
conducted to the basement, Nearly all the 
water had been drawn off by this time, but a 
fire was out of the question. Mr. White talked 
the matter over with the janitor, went up- 
stairs, and talked it over again with 
the elders. By this time the biggest 
congregation that has entered the church 
or many a Sunday was present. The pastor 
then climbed into.the pulpit, informed his 
flock of the unexpected deluge, and suggested 
those who feared the chilly air would better 
gohome. While the first hymn was bemg 
sung one of the ushers ap peared on the scene 
with an armful of wood and a bucketful of 
coal. He soon hada blazmg grate fire going 
in one of the parlors, and many a good broth- 
er and sister tiptoed into that room during 
the service and warmed their fingers and 
toes. 

When Mr. White got ‘down tothe sermon 
he shed his coat and preached a discourse on 
the materialistic doctrines of the day which 
caused many a smile and not a few laughs. 
He preached from Job xxxii., 8:

older ones hesitated whether to smile or 
frown. “They did a little of both as the 
preacher gave various illustrations of his 
views of the materialistic doctrines if carried 
out to their logical conclusions. 


The Horse and Rider. 

‘Suppose a commandant wants to call his 
company to drill,” said the preacher. ‘* He 
writes out a notice and fastens it to the side 
of a horse and then starts that horse trotting 
round the camp and those that read the no- 
tice come together at the hour appointed; 
but the horse would not go to all the soldiers 
and officers, something may hinder the ani- 
mal going a certain way, and going by his 
own impulses the horse would not do the 
work properly. That is an illustration of a 
man of the materialists, That horse with a 
rider on him would be more like a man with 
a separate soul or spirit.” 

Other illustrations were given of a similar 
character, to the amusement of many and the 
surprise of all. The congregation settled 
down to close attention, however, when the 
minister stated that man’s brain was only 
eight inches square by one-tenth of an inch 
thick generally, ‘‘and, if the theories of the 
materialists are right, every sensation is im- 
pressed on this gray matter as sound makes 
marks on the eylinder of a phonograph, the 
reproduction of which is the same as what has 
been attributed to memory. That is all non- 
sense, the gray matter is too small a piece to 
hold all the impressions that memory keeps.”’ 

Among his illustrations on this point the 
preacher mentioned Mr. Ferris and . Mr. 
Gladstone. ‘*The active brain of Mr, Glad- 
stone would have been worn out long ago if 
all that he remembers had been merely in- 
dented on his gray matter, It is simply a 
matter of physical impossibility, Then when 
the idea struck Mr. Ferris, from a newspaper 
paragraph, to build his great wheel all the 
theughts that passed through his mind con- 
nected with that one undertaking would more 
than fill his brain many times over if that 
were the repository of all his thoughts.”

SMALLPOX FOUND IN A LEADING HOTEL, 


Two Sisters Taken Ill and Few Precautions 


Against the Disease. 
Mollie Novak walked into the Health De- 


partment of City Hall last night. Dr. Hunt 


made an examination, and pronounced her to 
have a clear case of smallpox. The girl said 
that she was from a prominent down-town 
hotel, where she had been employed as a 
chambermaid. Saturday night she stopped 
with friends at No. 171 DeKoven street, and 
last night she was sent back to that number, 
and.will be removed to the pesthouse this 
morning. Emma and Mollie Novak, sisters, 
22 and 20 years old respectively, say they oc- 
cupied a room together on _ the 
top floor of the hotel. Last Fri- 
day Emma was taken ill and the symp- 
toms indicated that she had smallpox and the 
health officers were called to investigate her 
case. \Friday night she was moved to the 
esthouse rnd Mollie remained in the hotel 
friday night. Saturday morning she left the 
hotel and found shelter with her friends on 
DeKoven street. That. same night she had 
severe pains in her head and back and last 
night a slight rash began to show itself on her 
forehead and temples, Fearing that she 
was afflicted with the malady that caused 
her sister’s removal to the pesthouse 
she went to the Health Department to have 
her opinion confirmed. When her sickness 
was pronounced stnallpox she wanted to be 
taken to the hospital, having, naturally, some 
doubts that she would not be welcome among 
her friends when it became known that she 
had the smallpox. She was informed that 
she could not be taken to the pesthouse until 
morning, and she reluctantly returned to the 
friends on DeKoven street. At the hotel all 
knowledge of the case is denied. 


PLOT FOR A JAIL DELIVERY FOILED. 


Desperate Prisoners at Clayton, Mo., Plan 
te Kill the Keepers. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 18.—[Special.]|—A 
plot for a wholesale jail delivery at Clayton, 
St. Louis County, was foiled this morning 
after an exciting struggle. After exercise 
hour Charles Wiseman, under a fifteen-year 
sentence for a murderous assault upon old 
Jacob Benne and wife at Florissa,a month 
ago, and Ed and Jim Murray, charged with 
the murder of Edgar Fitzwilliams, refused to 
reénter their cells until they were forvsed 
in by the Deputy Sheriffs at revolver’s 
points. A search of the cells was made.and 
in Wiseman’s four heavy clubs were found, 
while in his pocket he had a stocking, in the 


end oi which wasa tightly welded ball of tin-* 


foil, such as tobacco is wrapped in, He con- 
fessed his intention was to “ slug ’’ the jailer, 
arm the Murrays and others with clubs and 
force their way from prison. Sheriff . Gar- 
rett conclud Wiseman was a dangerous 
prisoner and shackled him and brought him to 
St. Louis. When the turnkéy went to lock the 
prisoner up the latter seized a heavy inkstand 
and hurled it at the turnkey’s head. This 
was too much for Sheriff Garrett, and he at 
once took him to the depot and started to 
Jefferson City with him. He was being heid 
here as he is wanted ina dozen different cases, 
one charge against him being murder. The 
three are desperate negroes and are suspected 
of many of the recent brutal crimes in the 
county. 


HELD FIVE INQUESTS IN ONE DAY. 


Various Fatalities Give a Coroner in 
Arkansas a Busy Sunday.

KANSAS WHEAT CROP WILL BE LARGE 


Recent Heavy Snow Will Bring the Supply 
Up to Large Figures. 

. Toprxa, Kas., Feb. 18.—The grain men all 
say the recent heavy snow will make a wheat 
crop of 100,000,000 bushels in Kansas de- 
spite the low price of wheat and the dry 
weather last fail. The area seeded was over 
4,500,000 acres according to the latest re- 
port of the State Board of Agriculture. This 
is a greater area than produced the phenom- 
enal crop of 1892. The area that year -was 
4,300,000 acres. The official crop estimate 
was 72,500,000 bushels, but many of the 
best grain shippers in Kansas do not hesitate 
to declare that the State produced 100,000,- 


000 bushels that year. Wheat from that crop 
is still coming to market. 


MEMORIAL ‘OF CANADIAN FISHERMEN. 


They Ask for the Abolition of Existing 
License Restrictions. 

Winpsor, Ont., Feb. 18.—[Special.]|—Two 
hundred fishermen, representing the fisheries 
industry of the province, met here Satur- 
day, W. McGregor, M. P., presidmg.

Neither have 
they been discharged, But they have refused 
touccept the new scale of wages, much lower 
than the old, and the result isa well understood 
intention on the part of the employers to lock 
the doors and an equally emphatic and unan- 
imous determination of the men not to apply 
for admission. It isa strike ora lockout, 
therefore, according to which side it be viewed 
from. With the potters will go out also more 
than 1,000 other employés, and the misun- 
derstanding between the (men and their em- 
ployers will affect. nearly. 5,000 . - persons 
in, this city alone, Simultaneously with 
the lockout here at least as many more 
men employed in and about that other center 
of the sama industry, East Liverpool, O., will 
quit work under exactly similar conditions, 
There will be tomorrow, therefore, an in- 
definiteand’ 4lmost complete suspension of 
crockery pottery manufacturing in the United 
States. The strike or lockout is of exceptional 
interest because of the Sees it throws upon 
the tariff question. and inc Pram, because 
of the radiance the manufacturers have shed 
upon the Wilson tariff bill in particular. 

Two distinet reductions in wages of the 
men are made in the new schedule, One is a 
cut of between 10 and 20 per cent, which was 
made by the manufacturers because they as- 
sert they are not making money. The other 
is a conditional reduction of 20 per cent, lev- 
ied to offset the proposed reduction of 20 per 
cent in the Wilson bill, It was im posed ad- 
mittedly for no other reason than to furnish 
Congress with an object lesson in the work of 
preparing a tariff schedule. , 


Protests Against Wilson Bill. 


Trenton’s pottery manufacturers are nearly 
all Republicans. Last January Wilson 
bill was reported. It reduced the tariff on 
imported pottery nominally 20 per cent. Im- 
mediately a protest went up from all the man- 
ufacturers in this city, t Liverpool, 
O., manufacturers heard it and echoed it. The 
manufacturing potters have a national asso- 
ciation, which sent a lobby to Washington. 
William Burgess of this city, President of 
the National Association; ex-Congressman J. 
Hart Brewer, once a millionaire potter, who 
failed; ex-Mayor Frank Magowan and others 


haunted the halls of the Capitol and purlieus 


of. Chairman Wilson’s committee room; y 
sent out interviews to the press, telling of the 
distress the Wilson bill would bring 
upon the working potters if the 
Democrats insisted on reducing the duties. 
The delegation bombarded the lawmakers 
with statistics, in which they sought to show 
that the pottery manufacturers, with protec- 
tion averaging nearly 60 per cent, could now 
barely compete with the importers, and that 
the passage of the bill as framed would com- 
pel them either to close their shops or make 
sweeping reductions in wages. 
At home the workmen were urged to assist 
in the appeal to Congress, They held meet- 


ings and sent petitions to Washmgion. They | 


did everything the manufacturers asked them, 
and more, to aid in hammering Chairman 
Wilson and his colleagues into subjection. 
They secured the signatures of nearly every 
business-man in the city of Trenton to a 
memorial begging the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives not to scale down the duty on pot- 
tery and reduce their wages. 

Meanwhile the factories here and elsewhere 
were not doing much. The hard times hurt 
them. The talk of reducing wages began to 
be heard oftener. Abouta month ago John 
Moses, one of the best known of the local 
manufacturers, wrote a letter to the press 
saying that the Trenton potters would be will- 
ing to pay their men English wages, plus the 
tariff. His object at that time was to interest 
the town in {| the fight against the 
Wilson bill. e men believe the Wil- 
son ‘bill will | pass with the pottery 
schedule unchanged, which means a reduc- 
tion of their wages, certainly 30, and proba- 
bly 40 per cent) The men refused at once to 
accept the new have been rley- 
ing with their employers since. They have a 
good, strong labor organization here and in 
Ohio, and there aré few non-union potters in 
the country. Last wedk neither side would 
recede, each filed its| ultimatum, and the 
strike, lockout, or what you will, isto begin 
tomorrow. 

All of the parties to the controversy recog- 
nize that there are two distinct questions at 
issue, One is whether|or not it is true, as the 
manufacturers say, that} the selling price of 

ottery has decreased, and that they are no 
onger able to make —_ The other is 
whether the passage of fhe ilson bill would 
necessitate a reduction. 


Side of the lanufacturers. 


John Moses said: “During the last year 
none of our pottery firms have been making 
any inoney, and many/of them have been ios- 
ing money for six months. We were com- 
pelled td reduce wagés, In our lines we man- 
ufacture as godd pottery as is made in the 
world, but we are compelled to compete di- 
rectly with the product of England. You can 
find the American and English goods side -by 
side in the warehouses. 

‘* We have an association which prepares an 
annual schedule of prices, but there is no 
penalty for underselling it, and the result is 


sharp competition among not only the Tren-. 


ton potteries but between the Trenton and 
Ohio factories as well, in ten years the sell- 
ing prices have Pa down nearly 100 per 
eent, and uring the same time 
wages have been only slightly reduced. 
As our wages came down the Englishmen, 
notwithstanding the tariff, met them and com- 
They manu- 
facture over there much more cheaply i 
wedo. When Mr. Burgess was Consul to 
Liverpool he reported that they could produce 
pottery 129 per cent cheaper. Not only are 
wages lower, but materials are 
fully 100 per cent 

our inateriais cost 

than they did twenty peers ago, 
materials used in England. ‘‘ We manu- 
facture annually about $8,500,000 worth of 
goods, not including the product of fire 
brick, tile, and other factories of that char- 
acter. Last year the imports amounted in 
value to over $9,500,000, which shows most 
conclusively that we have not anything. like 
a monoply of the market. ! 


Could Not Compete with Engiand. 


‘*‘ Were the tariff to be reduced, as the Wil- 
sou bill contemplates, we could not manu- 
facture at all unless wages were cut down to 
the English standard, and perhaps not then. 
In order that our men may have work this 
winter we have offered to retain 90 per cent 
of wages, which we will restore to the men if 
the bill be not passed. Yes, the McKinley 
bill has kept up wages notwithstanding the 
reduction of 8 per eémt in 1885 and the pro- 
posed 10 per cent reduction now. It has kept 
them up, because had it not been for that

PLANS FOR A NOVEL CRUISE, 


Dr. Ransom to Have an Expedition to Go 
Around the World. 

Bentros Harsor, Mich.,; Feb. 18.— 
[Special Correspondence.]|—Dr. C. W. Ran- 
som of South Haven, Mich., is making ar- 
rangements for a three yeare’ cruise around 
the world, in which he says he will visit more 
ports than any other vessel has ever made in 
a single voyage before. He proposes to stay 
in each place long enough to make historical, 
botanical, and curio collections, and on the 
return—if he ever gets back—he will trans. 
form his schooner into a floating museum. 

Dr. Ransom will take about twenty people 
with him on his cruise. He himself will be 
chief director of navigation, and hopes to 
sailnextJune, The route will be through 
the great lakes and the St. Lawrence to the 
Atlantic. The vessel will then proceed. to the 
Bermudas and on to the waters of the Carib. 
bean Sea. Along the shores of South 
America the schooner will sail to the Amazon 
and up that stream for several hundred miles 
and back. Then it will.go farther down the 
Brazilian coast, through the Straits of Magel- 
lan, and past the shores. of Terre del Fuego, 
and northward past Chile, Peru, and Ecuador. 
From South American shores the boat will 
proceed along the western coast of North 
America as far north as. Alaska, and from 
there southward to the Sandwich Islands, 
Then Japan, China, the Philippine Islands, 
Borneo, Java, Sumatra, Siam, the Bay of 
Bengal, Ceylon, and the Arabian Sea will be 
visited; then to Madagascar, the coast of 
Africa, and around Cape of Good Hope, 
and northward to Gibraltar. The boat 
will then cruise in the Mediter- 
ranean to Alexandria, visiting in turn 
Morocco, Algiers, Tunis, Tripoli, Malta, Pal- 
estine, and other interesting places. Then the 
homeward trip will be commenced. 

Dr. Ransom has been to nearly all the 
above mentioned places, having spent while a 
young man fifteen years in traveling over the 
world. He is organiz the expedition in a 
novel way. Each one who is to participate in 
the journey must be a member of a joint 
stock company, each one owning a share in 
the vessel, equipments, and all property ac- 
quired on the voyage, and all profits derived 
by trading from port to port. Among others 
the patty will include an artist, a photogra- 
pher, anda newspaper correspondent, who 
will algo write the book of the voyage, which 
will be published after the return home. The 
stock has not yet all been taken, and the com- 
pany have not ail been chosen,

I never saw an adver- 
tisement in the News pertaining to E, Ross & 
Co. until about one week previous to taking 
the stand. Brockway brought it down from

America have the smallest hands in the world, 

and next to them come the Austrian, Spanish, 

French, and Italian ladies. Those of the fair 


. Spaniard, however, are often spoiled by coarse 


fingers, rounded at thetip. Russians have long 
but beautifully formed hands, according to 
the New York Tribune. The hands of English 
women of rank are aristocratically shaped, 
but they are pap ae sometimes too dry. The 
French grande dame takes the best care of 
her hands all the world over. Germans are 
generally endowed with large and flat ones, 
with enormous fingers. 

A typicaliy beautiful hand is that of the 
Duchesse- de Mouchy (née Anna Murat); it is 
very small, delicately formed, with taper 
fingers curved a little at the extremities, and 
almond nails. The hand of the Vicomtesse 
de Galard is exquisite, It recalls Canova’s 
statues, of which the hands are smaller and 
more aristocratic than those of the famous 
Greek models. Two of the Austrian Arch- 
duchesses are noted for their lovely hands, 
the Archduchess Elizabeth, mother of the 
Queen Christina of Spain, and the Arch- 
duchess Maria Theresa, sister-in-law of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. Of fair Prenchwomen 
ywho can boast of a charming hand the 
Duchesses of Ayen and Mouchy are among 
the best known; also Princesse 
de la Tour d’Auvergne and the 
Princesse de Wagram, ,the Duchesse de 
Luynes and the Priftesse de Poix. 
Mimes. de Yturbe and de Mieri, though Span- 
iards, have hands as perfect as are. their 
feet, and the Duchesse de Morny is another of 
the Peninsular beauties whose hands are 
good, A charming specimen*‘of the Russian 
hand is that of the Duchesse de Sesto—iong, 
but superbly made— while those of the aoe, 
esse de la Rochefoucauld and of Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill, née Jerome, afford illustra- 
tions of the lovely little hand of the North 
American woman. Most Parisiennes wear 
64¢ or 6% gloves. These are not the smallest 
sizes for a pretty hand, but are those worn by 
many of the fairest of the sex nevertheless, 
for a tight glove is a perfect abomination.

When putting gloves on, always begin by 
buttoning the second button; then, when but- 
toned to the top, you can easily fasten the 
first button without tearing the kid. Never 
remove the gloves by pulling the fingers, but 
by drawing the part covering the wrist over 
the hand, and leave them thus wrong side out 
for some time before turning them to their 
proper shape, Always lay gloves lengthwise; 
never rollthem. Laight colored gloves shoul 
be placed between two pieces of white flan- 
nel, There is nothing better to perfume 
gloves than a tiny tablet of concentrated scent 
orasmalisachet within the hand. A glove 
thus scented never loses its perfume,

ARMIES ARE GREAT RATS THAT ROB 
THE WORLD'S GRAN ARIES 


Possibilities of the Vast Sums Used Annu- 


ally for Maintaining Them if Expended 
for Peaceful Purposes=National Advan- 
tages That Would Accrae from Such a 
Policy«The Money Would Maintain All 
the Charitable Institutions, Churches, 
and Schools ef the World. . 


the foundations of the world were set. Be- 


cause the peace of Europe is threatened at 


all times, the various nations tax their people 
tothe utmost in order to maintain great 
armies of soldiers. The enrollment of offi- 
cers and men in the regular armies and navies 
of Europe aggregate 4,500,000, These fig- 
ures are beyond the grasp of man, but he may 


by comparison bring them within measura-— 


ble com prehension. 
A grand review of these forces similar, say, 
to that sublime and inspiring pageant which 


moved twenty-eight years ago along Pennsyl- . 


vania avenue, with its tattered banners _ borne 
by the bronzed heroes of a hundred battles, 
would require nine and one-half days for it to 
pass a given point, moving eight abreast, each 


column five feet apart, at the rate of two 


and one-half nilésan hour. Allowing fifteen 
inches for the width of a man, if they stood in 
a single column, as for dress parade, shoulder 
to shoulder, it would require a regimental 
officer mounted on a galloping at an 
eight-mile gait ninety hours without break 
or halt, or three and three-fourths days,. to 
bear a message from oneend to the other of 
that stupendous, line, which would be 72 
miles long.

The budget estimates of the leading coun- 
tries for the present fiscal year afford te the 
reflective mind some startling facts and fig- 
ures concerning the cost of these great armies 
and the great waste and loss they entail upon 
tax-burdened le, Taki estimates 
for Europe lon the United States $1,000,- 
000,000, in round numbers, is uired for 
army nage Se tf purposes for the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1894. This is exclusive of 
the enormous interests to be paid on great 
debts incurred chiefly through wars on 
pensions the direct result of war. It is with- 
in bounds to say that $1,000,000,000 an- 
nually will maintain all the charitable insti- 
tutions, the churches, and the schools of the 
worid, and leave over a great sum for the re- 
lief of want and suffering. 


Only an Item of the Cost. 


¥et this billion of dollars’ expenditure year- 
ly for anticipation of war is but one item in 
the totality of cost. Four and one-half mill. 
ions of men, chiefly young and at their best in 
orig strength and endurance, are kept in 

dieness year after year. If the sword might 
be turned into a plow-share and this vast 
army of soldiers and sailors be conyerted 
into farm hands they could cultivate—aillow- 
ing but forty acres to each—an area as large 
as the combined acres of Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Delaware, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Vermb6nt, New York Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, and Virginia, 
if every foot in every State were solid, arable 
ground. If all this land were sown to wheat 
it would produce 2,700,000,000 bushels, or 
upwards of four times more than was ever 
raised in the entire United States in any 
ong e year. Or, if they raised corn they 
could expect a crop of 4,500,000,000 bush- 
els, or more than double the largest crop ever 
grown in the United States. 

But the soldiers and sailors of the armies 
and navies of Europe are wretchedly paid, or 
the expense of maintenance would be much 
greater. In the United States, where there is 
an army of 21,000 men, the War Department 
requires in round numbers $46,000,000, 
while France with an army of 598,000 de- 
mands but $114,000,000. The same per 
capita as that of the United States would 
swell the sum to $1,300,000,000, or one- 
fourth more n is now ui for the 
combined armies of Europe this country. 
The young men of the continent of Europe 
are anatched from college and shop and field, 
and two, three, or more years of hard service 
is exacted, each one receivingas alleged com- 
pensation scarcely more coarse food and 
clothing. -Not only are they robbed of their 
time, when it is most precious in its results 
on their future life, but they must also serve 
without money the hardest of taskmasters, as 
recent investigations into army life in Saxony 
and other countries demonstrate. 


Peaceful Possibilities of the Sum, 


Considering this question of the cust of the 
luxury termed an army and navy it is only 
fair to assume — these se gpa ~ — 
ors were engaged in . peace pursuits they 
would earn each $10 per month. This would 
give a total of .$540,000,000 annualiy, 
which, with the cost of maintenance of the 
army and navy and the interest charge on war

THE WORLD’S FAIR BUILDINGS. 

If all the, statements made are to be trusted 
nobody is responsible for the successive fires 
which have devastated the World’s Fair build- 
ings. The South Park Commissioners say 
that they are not to blame, as the buildings 
were still under control of the Exposition au- 
thorities. The latter say that they have 
turned over the park to the Commissioners 
and that it is not their duty to police it and 
see that it is kept clear of the tramps who 
have been guilty beyond doubt of starting 
these different blazes. It is probable that 
neither the Commissioners nor the directors 
wanted to spend any more money for watch- 
men and policemen than they could help, and 
that some small measure of responsibility at- 
taches to both of them. , 

The buildings are now being transferred 
from the directors to the Commissioners, and 
as the latter are disinclined to spend the mon- 
ey which will be necessary to protect them 
from the incendiary they have adopted the 
wisest policy by deciding to advertise for bids 
for the removal of these structures. They 
have to go, one and all, with the exception of 
the Fine Arts Building. and it is better there- 
fore that they should ko in a decent and or- 
derly manner and that their demolition 
should not be accompanied by alarms of fire, 
‘by the calling out of the Fire Department 
with more or less risk of life, and the hazard 
of a general conflagration. It may be more 
sensational for these edifices to go up in 
smoke and ashes than tocome tumbling down 
under ‘the blows of workimgmen, but it is not 
as safe. 

Just after the close of the Exposition there 
was an emotional demand for the preserva- 
tion of the buildings whose beauty had be- 
come familiar and dear to every Chicagoan. 
It did not take very long for the people to 
understand that this could not be and that the 
Having reached 
that conclusion it was better that these build- 
ings should vanish from the pubiiz gaze before 
they had faded from the freshness of their 
bloom and had begun to look dingy and de- 
eayed. So the South Park Commissioners 
should by all means have them removed with- 
out delay. 

An additional reason for doing this without 
loss of time is the fact stated by the Commis- 
sioners that “if by any meansa conflagration 
should eccur within Jackson Park the whole 
landwise environment, with valuable per- 
manent improvements, is seriously menaced.”’ 
Thus far the Fire Department has been ableto 
handle the fires in the park.. The very next 
one may get beyond their control and do in- 
finite damage. There may be a violent wind- 
storm which will defy their efforts and 
carry destruction far ana wide. So the sooner 
those structures go, which the Commissioners 
say are ‘“‘so frail and flimsy as to be highly 
inflammable,”’ the better. 

it takes some little time, however, to ad- 
vertise for bids, and those which the Com- 
missioners may receive may not be satis- 
factory and they may wish to advertise over 
again. For a month or more to come, there-. 
fore, these buildings will bein the exclusive 
custody of the park authorities. If any of 
them burn down those authorities necessarily 
will be responsible. If the salvage value of 
any of the buildings is lessened by fire the 
park authorities will have to shoulder the en- 
tire responsibility. Ifa fire is started in them 
and spreads they will be held responsible. 
Therefore from now until they have disposed 
of the buildings they will have to keepd 
closer and better watch over them than dur- 
ing the last two months. They must employ 
more policemen and keep a more vigilant 
guard, for they cannot shift the blame of 
future fires on other shoulders. 
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BLAND WANTS FIFTY CENT DOLLARS. 
Blatherskite Bland insists.on it that ell the

It is not a fact that the people -want every 
dollar’ of the rake off to. be coined. They 
have no present use for it. There are hun- 
dreds of miilions of idle money, gold, silver, 
and paper, lying in the national, State. and 
savings banks for which there is no demand. 
The people can buy every dollar of that 
money if they offer for it commercial prod- 
ucts or other property at current market 
prices. If they do not want to buy the idle 
money they can borrow it, that is buy. the use 
of it fora term of months or years at cheap 
rates of interest, hiring it from the owners on 
the same principle that they might hire a 
dwelling and pay rent for the same, But 
they do not want even to do that, and so the 
money is lying idle in vast amounts because 
there is mo demand for it by people who are 
able and willing to give for it value received, 
or security for its return if loaned. 

If the 55 millions of shave or rake off 
on the silver bullion bought by the govern- 
ment were cvined the people alleged by 
Biand to “want every dollar of it’ would 
not come forward to take a single dollar of 
the money. They can purchase plenty of 
Treasury notes and national bank notes with 
the property they have to sell, and would 
prefer that paper to the silver dollars as being 
more convenient to handle. None of the 
‘“people”’ are making tenders to the govern- 
ment to purchase the coied seigniorage 
silver. No “ people” or Populists or silver- 
ites are offering commodities at any less 
than their full market price in exchange for 
the silver dollars which Bland asks to have 
coined.’ Nor do they need to offer them at 
less, because on those terms they can obtain 
all the gold or greenbacks they want for 
which they have products to give in exchange,

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EXTRAVAGANCE IN CITY SUPPLIES. 

Attention has been frequently called by 
Tux TripuneE to the wasteful methods of city 
officials in the matter of supplies. It appears 
that every little bureau of the municipal ad- 
ministration has a purchasing agent, usually 
the chief of the bureau, who buys supplies 
when, where, andin quantity and quality as 
he deems best. He usually deals with some 


Goods are bought which are never used in the 
departments. The bills are never audited. 
The appropriation for each bureau has an 
item for supplies and the figure is a comfort- 
able one—for the ‘purchasing agent.”’ Of 
course all this leads to gross abuses and scan- 
dalous waste. A few days ago Ald. John 
O'Neill received a communication calling his 
attention to the fact that some of the bills for; 
supplies at the police stations needed looking 
after. The writer says that one of the bills 
he saw was for groceries for prisoners locked 
up inthe station and yet the items include 
luxuries such as oysters, canned goods, fruits, 
cheese, and the like, For one station there 
was an item “eighty pounds of sugar.’”’ This 
was in the monthly bill. 

This extravaganceis inexcusable and there 
should be a searching investigation: The Po- 
lice Inspector was appointed with the special 
understanding that he would look after the 
purchase of supplies for his department in 
a careful ana business-like way. He does not 
seem to have troubled himself much about 
his work. Anassistant was assigned to him 
some timeago. His business, it appears, is 
to purchase grain and feed for the horses of 
the department. He is on the pay-roll as a 
lieutenant. His bills are something astonish- 
ing, also, : 

The fact is that everything in the supply 
line is managed loosely and extravagantly at 
the City Hall. The Police Department is not 
singular in this respect. The methods of pur- 
chasing supplies in the Fire Department, in 
the Department of Public Works, in the City 
Clerk’s office are all wasteful. The Mayor 
and the Controller have promised to give the 
matter their attention, but other important 
matters occupy their tine now. They can 


4 hardly do better than adopt the plan of the 


county under tifm so-called budget law. Ac- 
cording to that plan supplies are all adver- 
tised for. The lowest responsible bidder gets 
the contract. Goods when obtained are stored 
and listed and are furnished on requisition. 
Since this plan went.in to operation there, has 
been little complaint of extravagance in the 
matter of county supplies. A change of 
methods at the City Hall would save hundreds 
of thousands of dollars yearly. 


CRISP PERVERTS THE FACTS. 

One of the assertions made by Speaker 
Crisp in his speech made in closing the de- 
bate on the Wilson bill was as follows:

If the American workingman wants to see a 
type of what the Republican doctrine of kigh 
protective tariff carried to its logical results will 
produce we point to the Chinese, who have thou- 
sands and thousands of years of experience in 
trying to get rich by trading exclusively with

These are the words of a shallow deciama- 
ory talker, who thinks that the people know 
“hothing, investigate nothing, and will take as 

gospel all the bad logic. and incorrect state- 
ments he may pour into their ears. What is 
known in this country and in Europe as 
* protection ’’ never was known in China or 
Japan. The policy of those two governments 
was not the building up of manufactures by 
the imposition of protective duties. Theit 
policy was one of isolation and non-inter- 
course. Their objection was not to the goods 
of Europeans but to Europeans themselves. 
They wanted no foreign ships in Chinese or 
Japanese ports. They wanted no relations with 
foreign governments. 
eign inventions, such as railroads and _ tele- 
graphs, todisturb the existing order of things. 
While the object of American protection is 
progress, the Chinese and Japanese policy 
was that there should be no progress, and that 
everything should be done as the fathers had 
done it. That isstill the Chinese idea. 

When England forced China to open some 
of her ports to foreign trade half a century 
ago, and when the United States compelled 
Japan to give up her policy of non-inter- 
course, those countries began levying custom- 
house duties, but they were for revenue, not 
for protection, and they were not high ones. 
The foreign powers took care of that. They 
did not intend to go to the trouble of opening 
ports with cannon to have them closed by pro- 
hibitory duties. Japan charges but 5 per 
cent on imports, and China; charges only be- 
tween 10 and 15 per cent, except on opium, 
the duty on which is made higher for special 
reasons. Thus the Chinese tariff is far lower 
than that Democratic one which was in force 
in the days of James Buchanan, and which 
caused the panic of 1857-59. and the deficiency 
of revenue during those years. Thus from the 
American point of view China may be put 
down as a free%tade country. 

The failure of China to progress as Europe 
and America have progressed is not due to 

) her adherence to “‘ the Republican doctrine of 
high protective tariff,” for that doctrine never 
was known there. | 
to be sought for elsewhere. Chisa, unlike 
Japan, has refused deliberately to advance. 
She has never built railways or allowed them 
to be built. What canals she had have gone 
to wreck andruin. Her roads are wretched, 
little better than mere paths. She has utilized 
neither steam, water, nor wind power. She 
has no manufactures of iron, steel, wool, 
wood, of leather. All her industries are car- 
ried on by hand power.

cated labor. China has over 300 millions of 
inhabitants, and occupies as much territory 

as the Ufhited States. It has about as great a 
variety of soil, climate, and natural produc- 
tions, and yet her annual output and her 
wealth are less than one-tenth of those of the 
United States, which has 66 millions of peo- 
ple, but which has had high protection for a 
third of a century. 

If Crisp really knew what he was talking 
about he would not have lugged in free-trade 
China in his attempt to prove that high pro- 
tection had been injurious to the industries of 
this country. For contrary to his statement 
the Chinese do not trade exclusively with them- 
selves. They sell to foreigners all their sur- 
plus products, and they skimp themselves in 
order to have the largest possible quantity to 
sell. They send abroad all the tea, raw silk, 
rice, etc., that they can, and they import all 
the goods that their surpluses will buy, a 
small portion of the revenue of the govern- 
ment being derived from the customs duties 
_levied on those goods. But those duties are 

not imposed to protect existing domestic iu- 
dustries or to create new ones.

THE CIVIC FEDERATION, 

Last week the organization of the Civic 
Federation, which it is hoped will be the 
means of accomplishing great good in this 
city, was completed. The officers were elect- 
ed and the by-laws were adopted. The 


trustees of fifteen members,a central coun- 
cil of niaety-nine, and such subordinate ward 
and precinct councils as may be organized 
from time to time. The need of these minor 
organizations is evident. The work of re- 
form, to be most effectual, must be localized 
asmuch as possible. The general council 
will look after matters which affect the whole 
city. The minor ones will look after those 
countless matters which are of special inter- 
est to separate subdivisions of the city. 

The departments of work thus far provided 
for are municipal, philanthropic, educational, 
industrial, social, and moral. Other depart- 
ments may be created when necessary. There 
is also a Committee on Political Action, whose 
duty it is to reeommend to the general coun- 
cil what non-partisan action it thinks the fed- 
eration should take to promote tne objects of 
the organization. It has been decided wisely 
that any member of the central council who 
becumes a candidate for or accepts a political 


eration. The adoption of this rule was re- 
sisted by some of the members, but if the or- 
ganization is to be a success it must take the 
greatest pains not merely to be non-partisan 
but to abstain from doing anything which 
may give rise to the shadow of a suspicion 
that itis not non-partisan. Ifthe idea geta 
out among politicians that membership in the 
federation will help them in their political 


ping-stone to office. ItfAs best to have it 
understood that the federation cannot be used 
directly or indirectly to put any man ina 
place. 


While steering clear of politics the federa- 
tion must avoid also the rock on which the 
Citizens’ Association was wrecked. The lat- 
ter. instead of broadening and widening as it 
grew older, becamea close corporation and 
ceased to be. useful. The Civic Federation 
should not cultivate exclusiveness. It should 
try to get in all the good men it can, of 
all the nationalities it can. The voting popu- 
lation of Chicago is made up of Americans, 

Germans, Irish, Scandinavians, Bohemians, 
Poles, Italians, etc. Inthe ranks of each of 
those nationalities are influential men and 
men who are willing to work for reform. 
That organization which leaves most of them 
out will not make much headway. 

An organization which represents the mul- 
ifarious elements which make up a Chicago 
constituency and which steers clear of parti- 
san politics, on the one hand, and of cranks 
and doctrinaires on the other will be able to 
exert a powerful influence for good. When 
it speaks it will be with the voice of the 
whole people, and councils and city. authori- 
ties will heed it,

BRAYING IN CONGRESS. 

« McKeighan'of Nebraska made a speech in 
the House afew days ago in favor of free 
silver and free trade. He claimed that a gold 
basis and high tariff were discriminating 
against the West in the interest of the East. 
He said: ‘‘ If I had the power I would strike 
down the tariff that protects the East and 
force it into competition with the West. The 
East forces us into’ competition.”’ And he 
pleaded for what he ealls “‘the equality of 
gold and silver.”’ 

. This talk is more like the bray of a donkey 
Mihan an utterance by a sensible man. The 
party with which he is acting has passed a bill 
in the House the intent of which is to strip 
down “ the tariff that protects the East,’ and 
the business interests of the country have dis- 
counted the effects of the buil-headed, 
blunderbuss bill voted for by him and his 
Democratic colleagues, In what way and 
to what extent has this “stripping down 
the tariff’ helped the people? Has it 
benefited the farmers, mechanics, railroad 
‘laborers, day laborers, storekeepers, or any 
other class in Nebraska? In what way have 
the constituents of this hot-headed ignoramus 
been helped by the Wilson bill, which is half 
passed and will bea law soon? He ought to 
explain how they ate to be benefited by a 
measure which has done them so much mis- 
chief by anticipation, or by abolishing the 
gold basis, which he claims is one of the things 
that discriminate against the West in the 
interest of the East. 

Nebraska is suffering under the pressure of 
hard times resulting from blunders made by 
Democratic “statesmen.” and so are the 
States farther East. What States comprise a 
prosperous East in the opinion of this strip- 
ling swashbuckler? Does he understand the 
list to include Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, and 
illinois—all of them great manufacturing 
States? Or does he rank them as belonging 
to the West? Whatever policy harms or ben- 
efits them also harms or helps Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and New York, 
and what harms either or both cannot: heip 
Nebraska. The people of the State from 
which McKeighan hails depend upon those 
east of the Missouri to provide a consumptive 
market for the great bulk of ail the agri- 
cultural products of Nebraska. Its grain, 
hogs, and cattle have to find a market east of 
the Missouri. Hence, whatever policy harms 
or cripples that vast Eastern area injures and 
cripples Nebraska’s market for the consump- 
tion of its surplus staples. 

McKeighan professes to want to have the 
East forced into competition with the West, 
as if that would benefit Nebraska. How 
would it do that? If the East should raise so 
much grain and live stock as to compete 
more extensively than now with Nebraska 
offerings of the produce in home or foreign 
markets, would that nelp his constituents? 
Perhaps his statement, “ the East forces us 
into competition,” was meant to be under- 
stood that Nebraska must compete with the 
Eastin manufactures.

CARLISLE AND FREE SILVER. 

Henry V. Poor, the well-known authority on 
railroad statistics, writes to the New York 
Tribune a review of the record of J. G. Car- 
lisle on the silver question. He asserts that 
the man who is now Secretary of the Treasury 
always has been an out-and-out silver and fiat 
money man, “who left to himself will be 
himself.’””’ He was himself when he pro- 
posed, to the astonishment and _ indig- 
nation of the whole country, to pay 
the notes of Peed_in silver only. He had 
immediately to be taken in hand, disciplined, 
put in confine, and coached for every word he 
was in future to utter. In making this 
proposition he was but consistent with him- 
self early in 1878, when he opposed with all 
his might the amendment to the bill for the 
free coinage of silver, the amendment being 
to reduce the amount coined to two million 
dollars monthly. Carlisle supported the 

- movement in favor of free coinage, and spoke 
for it in terms which proved he was an agivo- 
cate of whatever depreciation of the currency 
might result from such coinage, In view of 
this exposé it may be asked why President 
Cleveland chose Carlisle for Secretary of the 
Treasury. Did he do so with full knowledge 
of the proclivities of the gentleman, or in 
utter ignorance of his reeord on the financial 
question? In either case the “* wisdom’’ that 
dictated the appointment is exceedingly 
dubious or the sincerity of the President is 
open to doubt. 

Mr. Poor’s statement of the position of 
the United States in regard to silver is a for- 
cible one. He asks, what motive had the 
great capitalists of this country and. Europe 
in 1873 to make the alleged “‘ combine” for 
the destruction of silver money when not a 
dollar of it'was in circulation in the United 
States nor had been for forty years? Silver 
with us was effectually demonetized by the 
act of 1834, which reduced the number of 
grains in the gold dollur, in consequence of 
which the silver dollar, as then rated, had a 
value of 34¢ per eent greater'tthan one of 
gold, and remained at or nearsuch premium 
till 1873, when it was demonetized. ‘The 
purpose of the act of 1834 was to place this 
country ona gold basis.’’ Up to that time 
every silvergollar that came from the mint 
went at onceinto the melting potor was 
taken for exportation. ‘‘ An excess of value 
equal to one-half of 1 percent is enough 
to drive an overvalued coin out of the mar- 
ket.” Upto 1873, when their coinage was 
refused, only 8,045,838 silver dollars had 
been coined, while the coinage of gold at the 
same date amounted to $740,564,438, 


- TRIMMING and compromise do not find favor 
in the present British House of Commons. A 
few days ago the government made a gjight 
surrender to the House of Lords on the em- 
ployers’ liability bill and only a bare majority 
of two was obtained for the compro- 
mise. Some of the honest Radicals refused to 
follow the government leaders. 
night the Commons met the Lords’ amend- 
ments of the parish councils bill with a direct 
negation. The result was a majority of 69 
for the ministry in a rather full house. Cour- 
age and consistency pay theréfore.

The Lords therefore can only 
reject the bill or pass it in the form it was first 
presented to them. The Ministers are sup- 
ported in their attitude not only by the mem- 
bers of theirown party but by some of the 
Dissentient Liberals and one or two of the 
Tory Democratic representatives of London 
districts. Their Lordships under the circum- 
stunces are in an embarrassing position. Will 
they dare to fight? 


What Is the End of Labor? 


“Labor organizations alone are the only pro- 
tection for wages in the workshops, mills, and 
factories of the beneficiaries of high tariffs.’’ So 
said a Congressman in the later part of January. 
An investigation shows that there are a large 
number of men employed in various manufactur- 
ing industries upon whose products there exists 
a protective duty and who belong to no labor or- 
ganization at all. There are large numbers of 
men who come under the commonly accepted 


«term of ‘commen labor ’”’; in and about the City 


of Chicago and in many parts of the State of Ilii- 
nois these men have been paid for years 14 or 15 
cents per hour. Inquiry shows that this labor is 
now being hired for 11 cents, and in some cases 
as low as 10 cents per hour, and there is a large 
surplus anxious to work even at these figures. 
When times were good and mills were running 
the demand for common labor maintained the 
market price at 14 or 15 cents without any or- 
ganization on the part of the men—their rate per 
hour was relative to the rates paid to skilled 
labor; now that manufacturing industries have 
been paralyzed for months by the agitation for 
tariff legislation skilled labor, when being reém- 
ployed, is obliged to accommodate itself to the 
new conditions and accept from 25 per cent to 
50 per cent reduction; of course common labor 
has to follow suit. 

Out of whose pocket ultimately will the dif- 
ference between the former and the new rate of 
labor come? Allowing that an unskilled laborer 
receives $1.10 per day, six days in the week, at 
fifty working weeks to the year, his total income 
is $330. If hed+dasa wife and three children to 
support, or five mouths to feed and five bedies to 
clothe, how much rent can he afford to pay? 
Will there not, of necessity, follow a material 
reduction in rents? It may be said that this is 
of no consequence, as it will only affect the 
capitalist. That does not meet the question. 
Hundreds and thousands of property 
owners in this city are by no 
means capitalists; and even if they were, 
look at the ultimate result. If rents are to be 
decreased from 15 percent to 30 per cent must 
not the cost of house building also be decreased? 
Out of what is that decrease to come?—the labor 
that shapes the wood, makes the bricks, works 
the iron, the labor that puts the materials together 
and constructs the dwelling—masons, carpenters 
bricklayers, and their assistants—the loss must 
be divided between them all, but the end is not 
yet. The common laborer receiving the reduced 
pay, the carpenter, brickmaker, bricklayer, ete., 
also receiving the reduced pay, must ali in turn 
feed and clothe their families at a reduced cost; 
the farmer must conte to their rescue; the miller, 
the butcher, the grocer—they must pay - less 
wages, or take less profits, or produce ata 
lower cost. 

It may be’ claimed that the loss will be dis- 
tributed over so many that it will hardly be felt. 
Suppose for the sake of argument that to be 
granted. Of what good is it? wherein has the 
United States benefited? what consumer has 
secured for his consumption any article at a cost 
that is reduced beyond the proportion that his 
own purchasing ability has been reduced? The 
standard of living for all has been lowered; the 
comforts of life have been curtailed; possi the 
health and strength of the children have n 
impaired by poorer food and clothing—and all 
for what?

MUSIC AND DRAMA 
Mr. Roland Reed, who lately has not been 


as frequent in his visits to Chicago as other com- 
edians, appeared at the Grand Opera-Hause last 
night in the new comedy, “Dakota,” which 
was written for him by John Fowler 
and Earnest Whitton and produced Iate- 
ly in the East... The new play . was 
received in a friendly manner by a large audience 
that called the aetor before-the curtain several 
times, and finally lured him into making a 
speech in which he distinguished himself by 
perpetrating a bad joke. Returning to the play, 
its name, “* Dakota,”’ to people who read the 
newspapers, is synonymous with “* divorce,” 
which, indeed, isthe prime factor of the plot. 
In this respect Messrs. Fowler and Whit- 
ton have distanced all but the humor- 
ous papers which have quite exhausted 
the subject, Had ‘the authors gpne 
further and infused more real humor into their 
play, ** Dakota ’’ would have profited. As it was 
it was laughable and interesting, although few 
signs of bmniliancy were apparent. The 
pilot, in brief, is concerned with 
ex-Judge, Albright by name, who 
moved to Dakota from Boston and engaged 
in the practice of law with speciul attention to 
divorce suits. To his city comes Wilfred Gad- 
dings, who sets about to get a divorce 
from his wife, whose attentions to 
a young swell had made him jealous. 
Ex-Judge Albright undertakes the case for him, 
meanwhile devoting himself to the charms of an 
elderly widow. In the investigations which fol- 
low it is ascertained that the object of Mrs. 
Gaddings’ attention is her son by an earlier mar- 
riage, which had been kept silentin order to 
protect her honor. The obstacle between the 
happiness of the ex-Judge and the widow is an 
extensive thesis on the paradoxical subject of 
‘‘ single affinity,”” the hobby of her husband, 
which is in an unfinished state and must 
be completed: before she undertakes a 
new marriage contract. Albright undertakes the 
job of finishing the thesis on the one hand and 
procuring the divorce on the other, and ends by 
badly mixing matters. The locality is further 
sprinkled with jealous husbands and suspicious 
wives, all of which is calculated to give one an 
unpleasant impression of Dakota, although it 
furnishes combinations for a series of ridiculous 
complications. Mr. Reed was amusing as the 
ex-Judge, and succeeded in making out 
of him a distinct character. Miss 
lsodore Rush played the widow with the thesis 
in a hearty, humorous manner. Mr. H. Rees 
Davies as the jealous banker, Miss Eleanor Carey 
as the banker’s wife, and Mr. Earl Browne as the 
son were satisfactory. In fact, Mr. Reed’s sup-

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CONDEMN THE HOUSE oF LORDS, 


Four Thousand Persons Make a Demon- 
stration in Trafalgar Square, 

Lonpoy, Feb. 18.—Four thousand persons 
assembled in Trafalgar Square today in 
answer to an appeul for a manifestation 
against the House of Lords for destroying the 
clauses in the parish councils bill which 
called for a reforming of the London vestries, ’ 
The meeting, with much show of feeliny, 
adopted resolutions condemning the House of 
Lords for its action in this matter. The 
speakers, who were vociferously cheered time 
and again in the course of their remarks, 
were Joseph Arch, Dr. Charles L. D. Tanner, 
the Irish Nationalist, Dadabhai N aoroji, the 
well-known Bombay merchant, and five other 
members of the House of Commons. 

Joseph Arch said Lord Salisbury had done 
a wonderiul service when he made the rope 
wherewith to hang the Lords and put this rope 
in their opponents’ hands. 

The meeting adopted resolutions declaring 
the House of Lords to be a mischievous ahd 
useless institution. and demanding that it be 
abolished forthwith. The clause amendment 
which came in for the most vigorous con- 
demnation was that moved by Lord 
Balfour of Burleigh to prevent the 
application of the special provis- 
lons of the bill to the London 
vestries on the ground that fhe vestries had 
been taken wholly by surprise by the gov- 
ernment. Lord Kimberley on behalf of the 
government in opposing the amendment said 
hé saw no reason why the House of Lords 
should abstain from reforming the vestries. 
All that the government proposed to do was 
to assimilate the franchise to that for the 
election of the district councils in other lo- 
calities; to abolish the qualification now re- 
quired for -vestrymen and to apply the ballot 
act and the corrupt practices act in those 
cases, Lord Salisbury,” in answer, 
declared that it was only when 
the House of Commons had become 
exhausted and reduced in its numbers that 
the government suddenly conceived the de- 
sire to reform the vestries, without giving 
either to those bodies themselves or to the 
people of London generally any opportunity 
of examining into the nature of the particular 
changes proposed or into their necessity. 
The amendment was carried by 107 votes 
to 26.

LOOAL OPTION LAW NOTIN PAVOR 
WITH LAWYERS... 


People Cannot Make Constitutional Enact-— 
ments by Vote, and Laws Must Apply 
to All Parts of the StateyWithout Dis- 
cripination in Favor of Certain Sec- 
tionseSenator Harsh Says His Mulct 
Plan Will Stand the Testand Carry 
Out the Repnblican Platform. 


Des Morus, la., Feb. 17.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—The question of the constitu- 
tionality-ef the local option law has frequently 

by people who have appeared be- 
forethe committees of the Legislature on sup- 
pression of intemperance. It is claimed by. 
some that if such a law were enacted in Iowa 
it would be contrary to the Constitution and 
therefore void. As this is an important ques- 
tion at this stage of the agitation for a modifi- 
cation of the prohibitory iaw the correspond- 
ent of Tus Trrpune interviewed Attorney- 
General Stone on the subject. He said that 
he had not examined the different bills now 
before the Legislature providing for the en- 
actment of.a local option Jaw sufficiently to 
express any opinion as to the constitutionality 
of either of these bills. | 

‘‘T have no doubt, however,”’ se said, * that 
a law may be passed providing for local 
option which would be held by the courts to 
be constitutional.”’ 

Senator Carpenter of Louisa County, who 


‘has recently looked the question up very care- 


fully, was asked his opinion upon the subject 
and ‘replied : 

‘‘ Where a statute regularly passed by the 
General Assembly and approved by the Gov- 
erpor contains provisions for submitting toa 
vote of the people the question as to whether 
it shall become a law or not such provisions 
are void. The bill becomes a law when it is 
passed by the two Houses and is properly 
signed. I refer you to the case of Santo et 
al. ve. the State of lowa, 2 lowa, p. 164. The 
Legislature has no power to make thes, opera- 
tion or repeal of a law dependent upon a vote 
of the people. Chap. 222, Laws of 1857, 
contained general provisions for licensing the 
sale of liquors and _ repealed all 
acts lm conflict with these  pro- 
visions. It provided, however, that the act 
entitled ‘An Act for the Suppression of 
Intemperance’”’ which was approved Jan. 22, 
1855. should not be repealed by this act in 
any county of the State unless the people of 
such county should by vote adopt the act of 
1857. Thesame provision was enacted in 
Chapter 82, of the Actsof the Thirteenth 
General Assembly, which provided that if a 
maiority gf all the votes cast: in any county 
be for prohibition then the provisions of 
Chapter 82 should be in full force in said 
county. Itseems by this that by express 
declaration of the Legislature no change is 
to be effected in the existing law of any 
county until its provisions are. adopted bya 
majority.of the legal voters at a general elec- 
tion. If'no vote is taken, Chapter 64 of the 
revision: remains in force. Under section 
1583 of the revision. the sale of beer was 
made unlawful. Under the Acts of 1870 tie 
effect of a vote in favor of the act is to adopt 
a provision in direct conflict with section 
1583 of the Code of 1860, and hence to.re- 
peal. it by necessary implication. Conse- 
quently «the law is unconstitutional, [See 
State vs. Weir, 33 Iowa, p. 134. ]

Muict That Approaches Local Option. 


While the attention of the Senate Committee 
on Suppression of Intemperance is being de- 
voted to the consideration of local option 
measurés the committeein the Houseis still at 
work on a mulct bill, The subcommittee to 
which Representative Martin’s mulct bill was 
referred is busily engagéd perfecting the 
measure, and it is expected that they will have 
it ready to be presented to the full committee 
at its meeting Thursday. The bill in its. prew 
ent shape has been somewhat modified from 

the original bill. . It provides for a mulct tax 
of $1,000 per year to he levied upon all 
parties selling -. intoxicating liquors 
contrary to law. The payment of 
a quarterly installment of the tax in advance 
operates as a bar to, the enforcement of the 
prohibitory law for three months., It further 
provides that if at any time a majority of the 
voters of the city in which saloons are located 
decide that the prohibitory law shall be en- 
forced they may give twenty days’ notice that 
on the day for the next quarterly payment the 
mulct law shall be suspended and the pro- 


hibitory law-shall be enforced. ‘The same 


notice maybe given by. the ~City Council. 
Notices thus given will prevent the mulct law 
from being. any longer a bar and 
the - penalties of. the present law may 
be enfofced, but they. shall: not apply to 
the sales madé while the mulect acted 
as a bar to prosecutions, This feature of 


the bill is a néar approach to local option, as . 


it requires the action of a majority of the 
voters of the city to close. up a saloon, A. 
bond of $3,000. is required, and: there are the 
usual restrictions, one of them. being that 
liquors must not be sold to persons who have 
graduated from @ Keeley institute. It origi- 
naliy contained a provision . reer treat- 
ing, bit this has-been stricken out. The pro- 
visions of the bil--apply only to cities of. 
2,000 population and upwards, and upon

Nicaragua Navigation Company’s Boat 
and Employes Go Down Somewhere 
Between Greytown and Biuefieldse 


tails Never to Be Learned=<Steamboat 
Ohio Is Sunk in the Mississippi River 
130 Miles Above Memphis. 


New Orntzans, La., Feb, 18.—[Special.]— 
A rumor was published here about a week ago 
telling of the loss of the steam-tug Millard, 
belonging to the Nicaragua Navigation com- 
pany, off the Nicaraguan coast, and hating 
aboard sixty men. The news of the terrible 
loss of life has been confirmed. It is true 
that not a single man aboard the vessel sur- 
vived to tell the story. A reporter met an 
English gentleman last night in the St. 
Charles who is going to Nicaragua today, and 
who has interests in that section, He 
has received word from Greytown con- 
firming the rumor of the loss of the vessel. 
Yesterday this authority said a cable was 
sentto London, telling of the loss and the 
watery grave found by all aboard. The cable 
was sent fo a man in London who is interest- 
edinthe Nicaragua Navigation company, in 
the service of which were the ill-fated 
vessel and the sixty men aboard. The 
Millard was a tug of twenty’tons burden. 
In command of Capt. Joe Thompson it was 
making its way with the sifty men from 
Greytown to Bluefields, where they were to do 
some work for the . navigation company. 
Several weeks elapsed’ and no news was re- 
ceived that the vessel had arrived. Rumors 
were.circulated ,that it had gone down in the 
Caribbean ‘Sea, and that all on the ship were. 
lost in the squall which some tinie ago blew 
terrifically across that body of dangerous 
water. While the confirmation ‘of the loss 
of .the ship is made.in the dispatch 
forwarded to London no _ particulars 
could he ascertained. It will-never be known 


purported to have visited the waters in which 
it plied shortly after its 
from Greytown, or 
a leak which the men aboard could not 
stop. Capt. Anderson, the. English 
gentleman who informed the reporter of the

STEAMER OHIO IS A TOTAL LOSS.

It Is Sunk in the Mississippi River at Cot- 
tonwood Point, — 

Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 18.—The total loss 
of the steamer Ohio at Cotton wood Point, 130 
miles above here,-is. reported by the steamer 
Gayoso, Capt. Q. K. Joplin, which passed the 
sunken vessel en route from Cairo to Mem- 
phis. While backing from Cottonwood Point 
the Ohio hung fast on a snag, which 
punctured its hull and caused it to settle with 
the stern in twenty-five feet of water. 
The bow still hung fast above water. The 
passengers and crew were all out on shore 
when the Gayoso catne, waiting for the Ferd 
Herold from here. The Ohio had 648 bales 
of Memphis cotton, 50,000 stones, and a lot 
of hides, scrap iron, and sundries. It left 
here Friday last’ and was. not over twenty, 
four hours’ out when the accident -hap- 
pened. Pilot John Carroll came here 
on the the Gayoso and left for Cin- 
cinnati tonight. The second clerk also 
came down. It is not. believed the sunken 
eraft can be raised. Itis insured in Cincin- 
nati for $10,000. The Ohio was commanded 
by Capt. John Newton, with Mr. Werhman as 
clerk. The vessel has been a regular packet 
of the Memphis and Ohio company between 
Cincinnati and Memphis -for ten years or 
more. It was formerly the steamer Clifton, 
but was sunk, afterward raised, and its name 
changed.

POLICE PROTEST AGAINST REDUCTION, 


Say Their Salaries Now Are Barely Suffi- 
cient for Their Support.

A long stetement of 
the duties and requirements of a policeman’s 
life accompanies the resolutions. 


GRIPMAN SHOT IN THE HEAD.

IN FAVOR OF UNION. 


‘TWO LABOR ORGANIZATIONS OON- 


SIDER OLOSER RELATIONS. 


Trade and Labor Assembly Hears a Re- 


port from Its Executive Committee on 
the Progress of the Work in Securing 
a More Intimate Affiliation with the 
Central Labor Union=Attitude of the 
Woman’s Alliance on the Eight-Hour 
Day—Socialists Want an Alderman. 


At the meeting of the Trade and Labor As- 
semnbly in Bricklayers’ Hall yesterday the 
Executive committee reported progress in the 
work of securing a closer affiliation with the 
Central Labor Union. The committees of 
both bodies bad held a joint meeting and the 
articles of union had been exchanged for ex- 
amination and approved. It had also been 
agreed that d& committee of five 
from each organization should be seated 
on the floor of the other. En- 
glish speakers would be selected to 
represent the Central Labor Union and dele- 
gates conversant with German would be 
named by the Trade and Labor embly, 
Mr. Dolpheide of the Central Labor !Union 
was called to the platform by President J. G. 
McGrath. He addressed the delegates briefly 
in the interests of a closer union between 
both labor bodies. The report of the executive 
committees was then received with applause. 
A resolution from the Shoe Operators’ Union 
upon the eight-hour auestion, signed by Annie 
Gorman and Fannie Jones, was presented to 
the assembly, as follows: 


Warereas, The Manufacturers’ Association of 
Illinois, a body made up of less than 100 wealthy 
employers, has been organized avowedly for the 
purpose of breaking down and having declared 
unconstitutional the eight hour section of the 
workshop and factory act, and | 

WHEREAS, The Woman’s Alliance of Illinois, a 
body composed of women who are neither wage- 
earners nor representatives of wage-earning 
women has passed a resolution condemning this 
section of the law, and ! 

Wuereas, This section of the law isin the in- 
terest of woman’s health and happiness, and its 
breaking down will mean that not only adult 
women, but all females, including the thousdnds 
of little girls who are victims of sweaters and 
other unscrupulous employers, must work there- 
after, not only ten or twelve hours, but as many 
more each day as these employers may demand, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Shoe 
Operators’ Protective Union, declare ourselves 
as wage-earning women willing and anxious to 
obey this law and work under its provisions; and 

Resolved, That we unqualifiediy indorse the 
eight-hour section of this law and demand its en- 
forcement. and we request our sister unions of 
working women to take their places beside us in 
its support; and 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 

resented at its next meeting to the (‘hicago 


‘Trade and Labor Assembly by our representa- 


tives to that body. and that we urge upon that 
body our prayer that they will rally to the ‘de- 
fense of this law al) their forces; for it was 
enacted upon their demand and cannot be over- 
thrown by a few greedy manufacturers if or- 
ganized labor stands by its provisions in the bat- 
tle these manufacturers haye begun and are now 
waging. 
Position of Woman’s Alliance. 


After the addéption of the resolution by a 
unanimous vote the action of the Woman's 
Alliance was unfavorably discussed.: Mr. 
Fomeroy believed it was not acting in the in- 
terest of organized labor. Delegate Thomas 
Morgan pointed out that no official expression 
had been received from the alliance as .te its 
position in the question. After discussion 
Deiegates Morgan and Gleason were directed 
to draw upa resolution. As adopted it reads: 

Wuereas, It has been reported to the Trade 
and Labor Assembly that a body of wealthy 
manufacturers have combined to defeat the pur- 
pose of the laws recently passed for the protec- 
tion of women and children and that the Wom- 
an’s Alliance, a body in which the Trade and 
Labor Assembly is represented, has practi¢ally 
placed itself in accord with this manufacturers’ 
combine; and 

Wuereas, The laws referred to are closely 
related to the local factory laws, the enforce- 
ment of which depends upon the city administra- 
tion ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That our delegates be and are hereby 
instructed to demand from the Woman’s Alliance 
an official statement of their position and action 

; further 

Resolved, That this matter be ‘brought to the 
attention of the Mayor and if possible have the 
city government made a party to the defense of 
these labor laws whenever the matter becomes a 
subject of litigation. 

Delegate Morgan then addressed the as- 
sembly and said tha this eight-hour matter 
was one of the Most important questions 
which had ever come before the assembly. He 
moved that the whole question be referred to 
the Committee on Legislation to investigate 
and take such action as might be necessary. 
This was adopted by the unanimuus vote of 
the assembly. 

The negligence of street railway companies 
in not removing re enow from the streets oc- 
cupied by their lihes came up for discussion 
in the form of a resolution.. This pledged the 
assembly to ‘‘secure a nullification of the 
franchises’’ of such companies as had failed 
to tulfill their obligations under the city or- 
dinances. It was referred to the Committee 
on Legislation. 


Reception for McGann, 


—_— 

The Committee on Publication and Léctures 
was instructed to codperate with the commit- 
tees of other labor organizations in tendering 
areceptionto L. E, McGann. This the as- 
sembly was informed was to be tendered the 
Chicago Congressman in recognition of his 
efforts to secure the impeachment of Judge 
Jenkins. Committees had already been ap- 
pointed by the Street Car Employés’ Uniun, 
Building Trades Council, and the carpenters’ 
and bricklayers’ organizations. It was also 
decided to send invitations toJudges Jenkins, 
Caidwell, and Dundy to be present at the 
reception. 

Upon the reduction of wages of city em- 
ployés Delegate Powers reported that he had 
interviewed the Council Finance committee. 
They had promised that as far as lay in their 
power the wages of the city employés reéceiv- 
ing $1,200 a year or less would not be cut 
down. Upon motion the ccmmittee was con- 
tinued until such time as the matter was 
finally disposed of by the City Council. 

The Legislative committee was instructed 
to watch the proposed erection by the Board 
of Agriculture of the State fair buildings at 
Springfield. Delegate Miniter said it was the 
intention of the union workers of Springfieid 
to insist that union wages be paid the men 
employed and that an eight-hour working day 
be observed. Delegate Thomas Morgan sug- 
gested that the committee be given full power 
to act, as work on the buildings would be com- 
menced as soon as the weather permitted. 

Delegate L. T. O’Brien complained that 
balls and entertainments were being held in 
the city in the name of labor unions by unau- 
thorized persons. He asked that a special 
committee be appointed to take action to pre- 
vent frauds of this character. Delegates KEi- 
derkin, Lehman, and O’Brien were named by 
the Chair upon a favorable vote of the assem- 
bly. This was subsequently reconsidered and 
the complaint referred to the Committee on 
Abuses. 

Mrs. Dr. Bradley introduced a_ resolution 
condemning the action of the County Board 
in taking away the supply of tea and coffee 
from the indigent. his was referred to the 
Public Service committee to ascertain if the, 
order had gone into effect. The Public Serv- 
ice committee was also directed to investig: 
the Detention Hospital. Ss Bese 

fo revise the constitution of the assem bly 
a committee of five was appointed to assist 
Secretary W. Groves. The committee 
consists of P. J. Miniter, W. C. Pomeroy, W.

CRISES ARE NOT WHOLLY BAD. 


Prof. Bem Says They Occur Oftenest in 
Progressive Countries«Their Causes, 

Prof. E. W. Bemis delivéred a lecture upon 
** Causes of the Present Depression,”’ the last 
of a series of six lectures upon economic sub- 
jects, at Bricklayers’ Hall last night. Crises 
occurred every ten years, the speaker said, 
and they occurred in all parts of the world 
where machinery is well déveloped. They 
were not to be found in China and not so 
much in Germany and France, They were 
not due to tariffs, though an unwise tarift 
might aggravate them. The present crisis 
started in the Argentine Republic and from 
there went to England. Crises were especially 
severe in countries where people dealt largely 
in credits—where the speculative mania was 
strong. There was not so much trusting in 
Germany and France. The gambling mania 
was more prevalent in England and in this 
country and it was in these countries that 
crises are more frequent and severe. People 
rushed into business who were incompetent 
to manage business, New machinery was 
constantly introduced and thus destroyed the 
value of older machinery because the new 
made goods so much cheaper than the old. 
At last one man lost confidence and then the 
whole flimsy financial structure toppled over 
like a row of blocks. It ended by there being 
a certain number of failures and the incom- 
petents being crowded out of business. 
Then people were ready to start again. 
Yet in spite of these crises England ard Amer- 
ica were more prosperous than the slower go- 
ing countries where there was less speculat- 
ing. ‘So that crises were not fatal to the pros- 
perity of the country. But there wasa great 
evil that comes at tines of crises that might 
be remnedied by legislation. This was the in- 
ability to borrow money even on good 
security. In Germany the Imperial Bank 
was allowed to issue a practically 
unlimited quantity of money provided it paid 
the government 5 per cent on the issue and 
shared the profits. Something of the kind 
was needed in this country. The country 
was coming rapidly to a need for an increase 
of money. America sheuld secure the codp- 
eration of Western Europe in arranging for a 
system of increasing the currency. Our re- 
peal of the Sherman act would probably 
bring Europe to its senses quicker than any- 
thing else. 


STRIKE AT EAST CHICAGO AVERTED. .

Officers of the Tron and Steel Works and 
the Employes Compromise. 

The East Chicago iron and steel works, 
which had been closed since last Thursday 
owing tothe enforcement of a‘ third reduc- 
tion of 134 per cent in the scale of wages, 
will resume operation today, a settlement 
having been reached between the employés 
and the company. Although the basis of 
settlement, which is a compromise between 
the scale recently paid and the reduction pro- 
posed by the company, is not at all satis- 
factory to the men, they have nearly all de- 
clared their readiness to go to work this 
morning. If they had declined to do so, non- 
union men would have been employed in 
their places. The officials declare that the 
present depressed condition of the trade and 
the prices obtained for the product have 
rendered it impossible for them to pay the 
scale ‘hat prevailed even a few months ago.

HOT WORDS FOR A. P. A. 


MEMBERS OF THE IRISH-AMERIOAN 
COUNCIL DENOUNCE IT. 


They Decide to Hold a Parade St. Patrick’s 
Day~During the Debate on This Propo- 
sition the Protective People Are Made 
the Targets for Many a Pointed Shafte 
Annual Election of Officers — Another 
Meeting Will Be Held to Perfect Details 
for the Display. : 


It was decided yesterday afternoon ata 
meeting of the Irish-American Council at 
Fitzgerald’s Hall, Adams and Halsted streets, 
that there should be a parade and demonstra- 
tion of Irish societies St. Patrick’s day, 
March 17, as in years heretofore. This con- 
clusion was not reached, however, until after 
a heated debate which lasted nearly three 
hours and in which nearly all the delegates 
participated. Many were severe in their ar- 
guments to abolish the usual custom. The 
meeting was made up of seventy-four repre- 
sentatives of societies and organizations of 
the Irish-American Council. John Foley was 
Chairman. 

The American Protective Association was 
attacked in a severe manner by all of the 
speakers. It was argued by those who fa- 
vored a demonstration St. Patrick’s day that 
if a parade were nota patt of the program 
the A. P. A. societies would infer that the 
strength of the Irish Catholics was failing. 
A. P. A. members were denounced as traitors. 
Each speaker who denounced the A. P. A. so- 
cieties was greeted with cheers. One dele- 

ate arose after the tumult had ceased when 

ohn H. Keating had concluded a rousing ad- 
dress and said it was not exactly proper to 
bring the name of the A. P. A, society into 
the meeting. Hesaid the members were a 
lot of mad-dogs and not worthy of mention to 
the Irish and other nationalities of the coun- 
try. 
Capt. H. Henley spoke with much vim in 
favor of not turning out upon St. Patrick’s 
day. Hesaid, because of the hard times of the 
present, it would not be advisable to parade. 
‘* It costs considerable money to have bands 
of music,”’ he went on, ** and we all know our 
money is scarce and we cannot afford to pay 
for the music. We ali know the sentiment 
of an Irishman is great, and if no music is 
had we need not think of parading.”’ 

Deputy Coroner Buckley dwelt at great 
length on the A. P. A. societies and was em- 
phatic in his denunciations of the organiza- 
tion. 

John H. Keating believed no demonstration 
should be held. e said: ** Let-us look back 
to the parade we had. last year. Why, only 
750 all told turned out; that is including 
those who participated in carriages. I am 
quite positive that should we attempt to have 
a parade this year the number will fall far be- 
low that figure, owing to the lack of employ- 
ment and the scarcity of money. The dep- 
uties would then surely think our ranks were 
becoming thin and scattered.”’ 

After considerable wrangling among the 
delegates a vote was‘taken and there was a 
iarge majority in favor of having a parade. 
The election of officers for the ensuing year 
resulted as follows: 

John Foley, President; Michael Fitzgerald, 
Viee-President; Frank Conroy, Secretary; and 
John Sheehan, Treasurer. 

John Keating was elected to act as Chief 
Marshal St. Patrick’s day. The meeting then 
adjourned. Another will be held the first 
Sunday in March to complete arrangements 
for St. Patrick’s day parade. 


M. M MANGASARIAN ON FRIENDSHIP. 


Earnest Plea Is Made for Comradeship and 
Cordial Alliances, 

At the Grand Opera-House yesterday after- 
noon Prof. M. M. Mangasarian lectured on 
the topic, ‘* What Is Friendship?”’ In part, 
he said: 

**At any time of life a great friendship is a 
great happiness. Friendship is the moral 
law of gravitation by which things ‘ unto each 
other like’ are brought together. Of all 
isolations the saddest is solitude of soul; it ig 
sure to bite and blight even the most fertile 
and versatile mind. All healthful souls pant 
for comradeship. We pity even the dead who 
are buried in some lonely spot in thetrackless 
wilderness. ‘There is no relish,’ says 
Seneca, ‘in the possession of anything with. 
outapartner. If wisdom itself were offered me 
upon condition only of hoochie it to myself, 
I should undoubtedly refuse it.’ The only 
word which, when dropped inte the human 
sea, touches bottom is the word friend. We 
speak of friendship when we mean commerce 
or interest; we mistake the imitation flower 
for the gift of nature. The alliances which 
pass for friendship are but a burlesque of 
friendship. A friend is one who understands 
us, one who believes in us, and in whose 
presence we can be our very selves. To the 
stranger we are cloaked and masked, but we 
approach a friend as to analtar; we come 
into his house as intoa temple, we look up to 
his eyes as we look up to the sun; in his pres- 
ence our ‘thought is speech, our speech is 
truth.’ At the approach of a friend fear, 
care, doubt, clouds—all take wings and fly 
away as birdsdo from a nest at which some 
one has thrown a stone. My friend is my 
seif-poetized, my self-sainted. 

‘* Friendship is not a plant of hasty growth. 

We must deliberate long before we join 
hearts. How could you love a man before 
you knew him? Such love is like the spas- 
modic sunshine in a wintry day,. which only 
adds to the blackness of the storm. Time 
tests friendship. You can mend friendship 
as you can a broken vase, but it will be mend- 
ed friendship; the broken pieces will never fit 
into each other as before, the unity is lost. 
Friendship is like a gold coin which in a mo- 
ment of doubt one flings in the sea; you can 
search for it the rest of your life and never 
recover it. The virtuous alone have 
friends. The depraved have their ac- 
complices, confederates, associates, part- 
ners; the politician has his agents 
and cliques: the Prince his courtiers; the 
woman of fashion and wealth, her admirers— 
the virtuous alone have friends. Unlike any 
other virtue, the test of friendship is the ease 
and freedom with which it is maintained. The 
friendship which is difficult is not friend- 
ship. 
‘* Friendship is not limited by sex. If we 
could command friendship we would perhaps 
mark the boundaries which it must not cross; 
but friendship, like love, is independent. It 
is like a phenomenon of nature—spontaneous, 
free. Sex of the body, not of 
the mind. Friendship is of the 
mind, not of the body. Without 
eutering into a diseussion of Socratic or 
Platonic friendship, let me say that men and 
women should meet and mingle and form 
great friendships, in spite of the convention- 
alities which seem to forbid it, How canany 
one condemn the friendships of Margaret 
Fuiler, Lucretia Mott, George Eliot, Mme. 
de Staél, and Mme. de Recamier? The 
friendships of the poor violate no moral 
precepts. You know the causes of the de- 
cadence of friendship. Simplicity of manners 
and leisure, neither of which do we possess, 
are essential to the cultivation of great 
friendships. The atmosphere in which we 
live is mephitic—it chokes friendship. The 
way we live in our great cities especially 
seems life, but itis not. Virtue, art, beauty, 
truth, friendship, knock at our door, but we 
are too busy to heed them. They call upon 
us, but we are not at hone.”

BIG LINSEED OIL MILL IS DESTROYED, 


Fire Riots inthe Griswold Plant at War- 
ren, O.,Causing Heavy Loss. 
Warren, ©., Feb. 18.-—([Special.]—The 
principal mill of the Griswold Linseed Oil 
company, located in the eastern part of the 
city, was:destroyed by fire this morning. The 
fire originated from an overheated journal on 
an upright.shaft leadmg to the attic andina 
few minutes the structure was ablaze, the 
eight tanks in the building, containing 
about 40,000 gallons of oil, making a fierce 
fire. The mill was outside of the fire 
limits, and no water“could be had, It was 
im possible to use the steam-spraying apparatus 
of the company, as the boilers were being 
blown out. The large seedhouse adjoining the 
mill was also consuméd.* “This contained 40.- 
000 bushels of seed, valued at $60,000. The 
stock was damaged by fire and water, but it is 
believed tonight that the salvage will be 
considerable. Two freight .cars belong- 
ing to the Erie and two owned by 
the Pennsylvania company wére destroyed. 
All were loaded with oil awaiting shipment. 
The mill was the second largest of its kind in 
the United States, and stood as a monument 
to the veteran Giles Griswold, the millionaire 
oil producer. The plant entire was valued at 
$300,000. The insurance amounts to $120,- 
000 and is divided among twenty-five com- 
panies, a list of which, as tar as can be ob- 
tained, is as follows:

RAILROAD MEN ARE SUPERSTITIOUS. 


When They Escape from Any Great Dan- 
ger They Regard It Merely as Luck, 

New York World: If there is one thing 
that a railroad employé believes in niore than 
another itis luck. No matter how clearly a 
practical man may analyze a certain odd 
occurrence, they will dubiously shake 
their heads and contend that it was a 
case of luck, good or bad, pure and sim- 
ple. ‘For instance, if. one of their num- 
ber had been ordered out on a certain train 
and tnrough sickness had failed to report and 
the man taking his place had been killed, they 
will, one and all, emphatically declare it was 
a case of lucky sickness for the man that was 
compelled to remainat home. They iail to 
see the fact that the substitute proved neg- 
ligent in his duty, and had the regular man 
been iu his place it was al00 tol chance 
that the accident would not have occurred. 

It is, however, an undeniable fact that there 
are more strange and weird occurrences tak- 
ing place daily in the railroad service than in 
any other branch of.employment. The ponder- 
ous rolling stock, the swift flight through the 
country, over spider-like bridges, under the 
earth in long dismal tunnels, and in weather 
varying fgom the pleasant to the most 
trying. all? tend in the direction of beliels 
almost supernatural. Then, again, train serv- 
ice is-not the kind that calls so much for 
brain as physical equipment. The element of 
chance does to a certain extent enter into the 
every-day service of trainmen, and that they 
should be superstitious is only following nat- 
ural lines, 

It is occurrences like the following, the de- 
tails of which come from Hazleton, Pa., that 
lend a color of substance to a trainman’s be- 
lief in luck. When coming into the yard at 
Weatherly, a small station near Hazieton, 
with his train, Conductor John McHugh told 
one of the brakemen to cut the caboose 
loose at the lower end of the siding and 
iet the engine take the train to a point near 
the western end. McHugh had then been on 
the. road for twenty hours, and his eyes 
were heavy for lack of sleep. As ordered, 
the brakeman a few minutes later pulled 
the pin holding the caboose, and, 
supposing tha the conductor would 
take care of the caboose, continued up the 
track with the cars. He noticed later, however, 
that the caboose had run out on the 
main line again and that McHugh had not 
appeared on the platform. The road 
at that point is marked . by a 
grade which\drops fifty feet to the mile, 
and to catch the caboose was impossible. 

Taking in the situation the trainman hast- 
ened to the telegraph office, and messages 
were sent to the different offices below to 
either sidetrack or derail the runaway caboose. 
It was not known whether the conductor was 
on it ornot. The operator at Black Creek re- 

rted the car by his station and the man at 

2enn Haven was barely notified when the run- 
away shot by the window of his station. 
Down the mountain side the car rushed with 
the rapidity of lightning, while within it sat 
Conductor McHugh asleep and oblivious to 
the danger his nap was imcurring. Fortunate- 
ly, there were no west-bound trains started out 
from Packington, and the immense dis- 
tance allowed time for the operator to set the 
switches and run the car up the safety track. 
Other trainmen were distributed along the 
graded track, and as the speed of the runaway 
caboose decreased as it ciimbed the hillside 
one of them was enabled to board it and apply 
the brake before it reached the obstruction at 
the end. | 

When they did so McHugh was found on 
the bench sitting bolt upright and sound 
asleep. When aroused and told of the peril- 
ous ride he had had he refused to believe it, 
and only after looking in vain for his train 
did he come to a sense of the situation. There 
were a hundred and one chances for that car 
to either jump the track or crash into another 
train and kili the sleeping McHugh, but he 
can certainly be classed with the ones born 
under a lucky star. 


DEPOPULATING THE RUKAL DISTRICTS. 


Europe Suffers in This Regard as Well as 
the United States. 

Rochester Herald: In this country the ap- 
parent tendency of dwellers in the rural dis- 
‘tricts to remove to the cities has often’ been 
commented upon. This movement toward 
the cities, combined with emigration to the 
West, has progressed to such an extent that 
the abandoned farms of New England are a 
topic of common discussion. But while rural 
depopulation is very marked in this country, 


the population of the oldest coantries of Enu- - 


rope has undergone a similar change. In lit- 
tle Wales the movement was noted as early as 
1851, and in Ergliand shortly after. During 
the lasttwenty years eight cuunties in England 
and three in Wales have lost 10 per cent of 
their rural population. In the southwestera 
part of England the loss has been as high as 
20 or even 30 per cent. In Scotland the 
Highland region has suffered severely and the 
Lowlands considerably. Ireland’ has under- 

one not only rural depopulation by removal! 

rom the country to the cities, but a continual 
loss by emigration. That the latter cause 
does not entirely account for the sparseness 
of the population of the agricultural districts 
is shown by the gain in inhabitants of Belfast 
and other cities. 

While, in muny individual instances, per- 
sons have been benetited by removal from 
country to city, it is hardly probable that the 
movement taken as a whole has been ad- 
vantageous. Noman is more helpless in a 
great city than the agricultural iaborer, and 
yet many * hired men’”’ and smal! farmers, 
without capital or knowledge of any city oc- 
cupation, do find their way into the «cities, 
Some of them live and die there, eking out a 


miserable existence. Others return to the. 


country, rich in nothing but experience. The 
man who is a valuabie helper ona farm and 
has no trade should certainly be discouraged 
from removing to a city. 

While the cities have. received a burden 
from the rural districts in the shape of lazy, 
vicious persons and well-meaning but mis- 
taken men, it has also secured a biessing. 
The records of the cities the world over show 
that the farmers’ sons have won a good share 
of the rewards of city life by becoming prom- 
inent in business and in the professions. The 
life currents of the cities are being constantly 
enriched by infusions of rural industry, ener- 
gy, and wise economy.

NO MARKED REVIVAL. 


A WEEK OF UNPARALLELED LOW 


PRICES FOR MANY OOMMODITIES. 


Not Until the Close Did Wheat Show Any 


RecoveryPrices Karlier Driven to the 
Lowest on Record=Continued Liquida- 
tion Finally Checked—Short Interest 
and Export Business Both Lacking= 
Bulls Look for Help in the Next Crop 
Report=Diamond Match Stock Active. 
The opinion gains ground in business 


circles that no substantial revival of trade can 
be looked for with confidence this spring. 
Indeed if such a revival comes in the fall it 
will be more than a good many now expect. 
There is really no improvement of importance 
in the general situation. Last week was re- 
markable for the low prices made on a num- 
ber of the most staple commodities of trade. 
The iowest prices in the history of commerce 
were made in wheat, silver, coke, and some 
forms of manufactured iron, woolens, and 
cotton. It is certainly idle to look for buoy- 
ant features in the face of such an announce- 
ment. There is perhaps an occasional manu- 
factory that is showing a little revival. That 
comes because surplus stocks are consumed 
and goods must be manufactured for actual 
consuinption. But there is no real vigor in the 
situation, nothing that might lead to the sup- 
position that the spring will bring normal activ- 
ity. Congress delays definite action on the tariff 
measure and while that is hanging in the bal- 


ance there will be no pretense of activity in 
many lines of trade. 


We are by no means alone in the depression. 


The unsatisfactory condition of affairs abroad is 
quite as marked as itis here, and not a little of 
our own tfoubles may be traced to the foreign 
situation. The foreigners are still selling 
American securities. Long ago we thought that 
the supply must be exhausted, but it apparently 
isnot. There is a heavy balance of trade in our 
favor and has been fer several months. But in 
spite’of that the sterling market continues firm 
and well up teward a gold exporting peint. 
There must be something that is counterbalanc- 
ing our merchandise shipinents, and it would 
seem that that something can be found in a con- 
ane stream of securities from European strong 
oxes, 


Money keeps on piling up inthe local banks. 


In some of them the deposits are larger than they 
have ever been before and the proportion of cash 
on hand is also larger. Probably the amount of 
idle money in Chicago is greater than has ever 
been before and interest rates have certainly 
never been lower for certain kinds of loans. Time 
money can be freely borrowed at 4 percent by 
borrowers With unexceptional collateral. Bank- 
ers are finding the demand for commercial] loans 
exceedingly small and they look fotward to a 
continued periodin which there will bea_ ple- 
thora of money. 


This accumulation of idle money and low inter- 


est rates have led to united action by the local 
bankers on the mattar of interest rates on coun- 
try deposits. Practically all the city banks have 
‘signed an agreement to reduce interest rates 
from 2 to 1% percent. -The new order will go 
into effect Magych 1. Thisisin line with the ac- 
tion of many ofthe New York banks. 


‘The local stock market was fairly active dur- 


ing the week, but made no great net changes in

MARKETS A SHADE HIGHER. 


Enough Demand to Take the Moderate 
Offerings of Grain and Provisions, 

Small but general advances took place last 
Saturday in the grain and provision markets. 
Speculative offerings were not oppressive, cash 
receipts and offerings were wanted, and rather 
more confidence was displayed, although of 
course the wheat situation was so uncertain that 
operators were disposed to move cautiously. 

The course of the wheat market was little less 
than sensational during the early part of the 
week, and not until the closing days did it take 
such shape as was in any wise satisfactory to 
the majority of the trade. Not necessarily that 
the majority of the operators are identified with 
the bull side, but the great strain so pronounced 
on the downturn was so influential in intensify- 
ing the depression that business was much dis- 
turbed and the surroundings unhealthful for all 
concerned. The liquidation so prominent the 
week before was continued until the May was 
driven to 57%ec, by tarthe lowest price ever re- 
corded. Ina pronounced degree sentiment dom- 
inated the course of the market rather more than 
did routine news. The old story of big reserves 
in public warehouses, promising outlook for the 
next crop, and the indifference of foreigners had 
been worn threadbare, and the seriousness of the 
situation can be measured only when it is real- 
ized that utterly discouraged bulls, with margins 
exhausted in many instances, were obliged to 
sacrifice their property on the best terms possi- 
ble irrespective of any merits it may have poe 
sessed at these remarkable prices under 60c. The 
change for the better during-the closing days 
came largely from the fact that liquidation was 
apparently at an end for the time being at least, 
and it looked as though the people who know 
the possibilities of wheat did not sell it provid- 
ing they could bold it. The declines were 
the more pronounced because there was 
a lack .of prominent short interest. Pard-

™ The crews of Oxford and Cambridge com- 
menced strict training on Feb:;7, and until 
the day after the great race on the Thames, 
March 17, their movements will be watched 
with intense interest. In speaking of the 
men London Sporting Life says: 

** The trim of the light blue craft appears 
almost an ideal one, and, as no less than six of 
the crew can show long familiarity with the 
oar as old Etonians, we may shortly expect a 
touch of that pretty dashing style characteris- 
tic of the ‘ best of schools.’

Saratoga, Coney Island, Hawthorne, and 
San Francisco All to Have Racing Across 
Country—New Horses Being Schooled 
for the Season's Events=Sleipner, 
J.cobin, Grand Prix, and Others to Go 
Over the Sticks=Ed Corrigan’s Stable 
in Winning Form at San Francisco. 


Correspondence. ]—What was. written to THE 
TRIBUNE last week with reference to a boom 
in the jumping game is further strengthened 
by the action of the best of all the Eastern 
racing clubs—the Coney Island Jockey club— 
in opening some jumping stakes for 1894. 

A letter from the East from Gwynn Tomp- 
kins, who showed Can-Can’s quality to Chi- 
cagoans and who is fitting Margherita and 
Grand Prix for a _ timber-topping cam- 
paign in Chicago, says that there is a better 
outiook for the jumpers this year than ever. 
Billy Lakeland, who always leaned toward thg 
game, will probably be out with one or two, 
headed by Sleipner, a noble horse on the flat 
and one of the best of weight-carriers. Blakely 
thinks that such a horseas Sleipner could also 
win the English Grand National. OB. 
J. Johnson is schooling old Jacobin 
steadily. He will be a good - steeple- 
chaser, Frank Van | Ness, too, is 
giving Moody’s Zampost a taste of the game. 
Jack Chinn has a notion toward trying Ingo- 
mar over the jumps. Judge Morrow is already 
at the game, and the Keenes are likely to send 
out two or three jumpers if the Coney Island 
club differences are patched up and the Keene 
stable races there. Cicero, Riley, and Tyro 
will ail be entered in the Coney Island events, 
ana the chances are that the fields to contest 
for them will be the best and largest ever 
seen in America, Washington Park could 
well fall into line and with less expense. A 
steeplechase course over its irfield would be 
one of the prettiest in the country. There are 
plenty cf horses to fill such races and more 
are coming. Then, too, the game is intensely 
popular with the public. That was always 
shown at Hawthorne and is apparent here. 


Board of Stewards Reverse Decisions. 
The Board of Stewards made up of Tom 
Williams, Jack Chinn, and Jimmie Rowe 
in control of racing here—the judges do little 
more than place the horses—have been singu- 
larly unfortunate in their rulings. Only that 
which banished Phil Archibald, Sam Cooper, 
and J. Smali has stood, All the rest have 
been taken back. Storer and Maxweil were 
ruled off and reinstated. So was George 
Miller. So was Riley Grannan. Frank Van 
Ness and his horses were banished, and then 
unbanished. All around there’s a deep 
lesson against haste and superficiality in rac- 
ing judgment: Worst ofall, the reinstatement 
of Grannan, Storer, and Maxwell was held back 
from the newspapers as if some one was fear- 
ful about criticism. When the news leaked 
out here—six days after it had been wired to 
‘Tue Trrpuns—there were some bitter re- 
marks about going away from home for the 
news, and a day or two agu the Chronicle said: 
‘* The Board of Stewards has not reinstated 
anybody this week. Phil Archibald, Sammy 
Cooper, and a groom named Small are still 
out in the cold worid.”’ 
Such comment was to have been expected.
